Wilmington Board of Selectmen 
Subcommittee members Diane 
Allan and Gerald Duggan unveiled 
their report on the Wilmington 
Water Department Tuesday night - 
but the long discussion over this 
Situation isn't over just yct 
At Tuesday night’s meeting, the 
board decided to discuss the report 
at the next regularly scheduled 
selectmen's meeting October 25 
The report that was presented 
Tuesday night was the result of the 
subcommitice’s request from the 


board of water and sewer 
commissioners through Town 
Manager Michael Caira for 


numerous documents at a 
Subsequent working mecting held 
July 9 with water officials and 
Caira, Both Duggan and Allan 
spoke bricfly about the cight page 
report Tuesday night, with the 
former giving a synopsis of its 
contents. 

“We don't know what, if anything, 
will happen,” Allan said, 
emphasizing that the subcommittee 
can only "make recommendations 
to the board . 

The report states as its purpose the 
explanation to citizens of the “recent 
[water and sewer] rate increase of 
10.5 percent” and the answering of 

questions regarding the operation 
of the Water Department now that it 
is consolidated with the Department 
of Public Works,” 

The report is then broken, down 
into separate sections labeled 
Financial, Personnel/Management 
and Conclusions/Recommendations. 


"In FY (Fiscal Year) 93," the 
report states, “the total amount 
deducted from Water Revenues and 
transferred to other departments 
was $69,711. In FY 94 this was 
Mereased to $71,802, which is 
broken down into cight 
line-item iluding $23,816 for 
the town manager's office, $9,060 
for the town accountant’s office and 
$7,068 for "Director" under the 
subheading “DPW 

These allocations,” the report 
continuc ire not broken out in the 
Budget voted at Town Mecting

debt service and totalled $1,226.89] 
for FY 94 

The report then points out , among 
other personnel/management 
Observations that neither the 
superintendent nor the assistant 
superintendent of the water and 
sewer department have Mass 
Certified Operator's Licenses 
Duggan and Allan conclude their 


subcommittee report by stating “As 


of this date, information supporting 


the statement in the 1992 Annual 
Town Report that the

$170,000" has not been provided

the DPW has in fact cost the town 
money

Nasty politics 
burns TMHS' 


hockey coach

Christine McGrath wanted to talk about the weather; Don Ciampa 
wanted to talk about a betrayal of friendship; Kevin Anderson 
wanted to talk about a series of school committee events five years 
igo that were strangely similar, Mickey Sullivan wanted to talk to 
Koh McCabe about hockey for the first time in 13 years; and Ed 
Doherty wanted to talk to absolutely anyone who would listen to his 
side of this story that stinks to high heaven. You know, that special 
smell of Tewksbury politics whenever it weasels its slimy way into 
the town's schoolboy sports: 


There is plenty of blame and stain to go around here, so let's start 
right at the top of the Tewksbury school system's political totem 
pole, Superintendent of Schools Christine McGrath this past week 
had to make what could legitimately be called her first tough 
decision since arriving in Tewksbury, and she blew it, choosing not 
to go with Athletic Director Mick ullivan's recommendation of 
Ciampa, and instead hiring Bob McCabe as the next coach of the 
Tewksbury High School hockey team. 

The superintendent bowed to the political pressure supplied by 
one Ed Doherty, a longtime Tewksbury hockey supporter, coach 
and scout, who from the moment he was elected to the school 
committee was a guided missile aimed directly at Don Ciampa 
Donerty had school committee chairman Ed Dick and Patricia 
Meuse lined up as allies in this situation, and McGrath was not 
going to rock the political boat in this case, even when the athletic 
director recommended Ciampa. One phone call from either Dick 
or Meuse to McGrath could have put an end to this nonsense, That 
call never came. 

Reportedly, AD Sullivan told McGrath that the issue here was not 
the hiring of McCabe, a coach who has quit as TMHS' varsity 
hockey coach twice previously, but the firing of Ciampa. 
Tewksbury had no reason to fire Ciampa that I have seen 
documented on paper. Doherty has made charges, but has 
substantiated absolutely nothing in my book. Let me sce this stuff 
on paper, Ed, and then tell me if I'm still in your back pocket 
There is no room back there anyway, since the superintendent of 
schools is already there. 

In my last conversation with Christine McGrath, she wanted to 
explain the hiring process to me under the Education Reform Act. | 
know what that process is, and I don't happen to agree with it. The 
athletic director should do the hiring and firing of coaches, not a 
superintendent of schools who hasn't been in Tewksbury long 
enough to know the background of this situation on a first hand 
basis 

In our brief conversation last weck, the superintendent wanted to 
talk about the weather and what a lovely fall day it was. I agreed. It 
was a lovely day to can a coach. If it seems that I'm being hard on 
Chrisune McGrath....well the person on top with that salary has to 
be held accountable, especially in this situation when she went 
against an experienced AD's recommendation 

Kevin Anderson of the Tewksbury School Committee noted that 
this situation was strangley similiar to one five years ago when 
TMHS' baseball coach Bob Ware and basketball coach Bob Mellilo 
were given the gate by a school committee that included Meuse, 
Charlie Labella, Ben Maxwell and Bill Emerson, That committec’s 
unhappiness with that coaching tandem's performance Icd directly 
to the departure of then-TMHS' Athletic Director Bob Aylward. 

Aylward, who hired Ciampa for the TMHS' hockey job, left 
shortly after the twin-coaching-killing for Nashua High School. It 
should also be noted that Aylward, like Doherty, is a friend of 
McCabe's. To his credit, Aylward reportedly asked to have his 
name removed from McCabe's list of references last week and was 
very disturbed by Ciampa's situation. 

Months ago Ciampa began lobbying his friends, myself included, 
to help him save his job when he knew he was in trouble. At that 
time, I had at least two conversations with Doherty concerning 
Ciampa, and we both agrecd that the head coach wasn't the greatest 
strategist in the world. Word got back to Ciampa that I was 
"sandbagging" him with Doherty. Ciampa's pain and paranoia that 
came as no surprise given human nature was already setting in. 

Since that time, specifically at Friday night's Tewksbury at 
Dracut football game, Ciampa refused to speak with me on the 
subject before charging me with a "betrayal of our friendship.” 
Other friends of Ciampa feel the same way. 

I am not about to use my position as editor of the Town Crier to 
save a friendship when the issue of being fair on the front page is 
involved. I try not to speculate, give opinions or be critical in a 
news story that appears on the front page of this newspaper. If you 
think that because you are my friend or that when you purchase a 
beer for me that I'll immediately leap on your bandwagon, you can 
forget it. As George Thorogood once said, "I'll drink alone.” 

Ciampa's fatal mistake was that he burned enough bridges and 
ticked off just enough of the "right" people that those more 
experienced in political bull greased the skids and showed him the 
door. Don Ciampa was learning on the job, and he learned enough 
in four years to be named coach of the year in 1992-93, Ciampa was 
learning the coaching ropes, but ultimately, he was a lousy 
politician, and that cost him this job. There is also something to be 
said for coaching stability in these days when schoolboy coaches 
move in and out through a revolving door. Ciampa wanted to 
coach here, and probably would have broken all records for recent 
TMHS' coaching longevity. % 

If the school committee, McGrath or Doherty were unhappy with 
Ciampa's performance, the solution was not to fire last season's 
coach of the year. Simply issue him a reprimand for the alleged 
problems and give him a.season to work them out. Don't just fire 
the guy and hire someone who has resigned twice. But then again, I 
have still seen no documentation of Ciampa's alleged problems. 

The end result of this WWF runaround is that Bob McCabe is 
back at the helm, and his only problem in this nasty business is that 
he applied for the job. McCabe, a Tewksbury High School Phys Ed. 
instructor, will however, have the advantage of being in the school 
on a daily basis. A word to the political wise. It will be much 
tougher to sandbag McCabe. He will just quit and walk away again.

Massachusetts was from the very 
beginning, a free society. Yet there 
was slavery in both the Colonial and 
Provincial periods, starting about 
1641 and until 1779, 

It is possible that the first place in 
Massachusetts to declare freedom 
for the slaves was the Town of 
Wilmington. Possibly, some other 
community was first. The date in 
Wilmington was Monday, March 3, 
1779. It is a story which has been 
previously told in part in this 
newspaper. 

A part of the law, in the carly days 
of the Colony, was a section called 
the "Body of Liberties." This law 
had been accepted in Massachusetts 
ag a law in which a declaration of 
freedom, as a natural state, existed 

“There shall never be any bond 
slavery, village, or captives 
amongst us unless it be lawful 
captives taken in just wars, and such 
Strangers as are willing to sell 
themselves to us, or to be sold to 
us." - "This exempts none from 
servitude who shall be judged 
thereto, by authorities." 

In part that was the Body of 
Liberties. Later, in 1698, children 
of slaves were declared to be slaves. 
With such protection the institution 
of slavery grew, 

In 1708, @ count of the populace of 
Boston showed that there were 400 
slaves, one half of whom, it was 
reported, were said to have been 
born there. In 1742 there were over 
1500. For the Province as a whole 
the number was said to be 2,000. 

Of those 2,000, half a dozen lived 
in Lot One, of the Land of Nod. Lot 
One, the present site of the Harnden 
Tavern, was a place of 300 acres, 
between the present Andover Strect, 
and Martins Brook, to the cast in 
Wilmington 

Samuel Dummer settled there in 
1726, bringing with him from 
Jamaica, his slaves. His brother 
William, from an old New England 
family, was the Governor of the 
Province of Massachusetts Bay 
Samuel was soon appointed the 
Sheriff of Middlesex County 

Dummer died in 1742, in 
Wilmington. In the 1742 count his 
slaves were counted 

Old records of Massachusetts, 
some of which are in the Mass. 
Historical Society, tell in part at 
least of the fear of the populace 
because of Negroes 


The Constables of Boston were! 


ordered to walk the streets at night, 
especially in the evenings of the 
Lord's Day, and the days whgn, 
there was military training. Any 
Indian, Negro or “mollatto” 
servant, abroad at that time was 
subject to arrest, unless on an 
errand for their Master or Owners 
They were to be restrained in a 
prison, a Watch House, or the 
Constable's House until morning. 
Then they were to be carried before 
a Justice of the Peace,to receive such 
discipline as was ordered. 

Thus were Disorders to be 
presented 

In 1705 there was an attempt to 
discourage the importation of 
slaves. A duty of four pounds was 
imposed on the Master of any vessel 
attempting to import slaves into the 
Province. That law was frequently 
set aside, it turned out. Instructions 
from London ordered Governor 
Belcher to veto such measures. 

Samucl Sewall is known to many 
as a judge in the Salem Witch trials. 
He was also a poet of ability, and a 
person who challenged slavery in 
the Province of Massachusetts Bay 
Sewall was cited by his compeers 
for his quoting from Genesis. 

"Evil must not be done," he 
argued, "that good may come of it!" 


Slavery, however, was a 
challenge, and a challenge which for 
many years did not disappear. As 
the population grew, so did the 
challen Notable was the increase 
of slavery. A census was taken in 
1755.

Rabbits make 
fine quarry 


by Bill Conlon 

Ahh, bunnies! 

There's no better way to spend an 
autumn morning than running with 
a beagle, chasing cottontails. 

(This may be my last piece about 
rabbit hunting. My little girl, age 7, 
just loves bunnies in all forms, but 
luckily her reading skill isn't up to 
par yet. If Julie ever knew I had 
written about rabbit hunting ... oh, 
man! Hell hath no fury!) 

Rabbits in the field are not Bugs 
Bunny or Roger Rabbit. They are 
parasites that will gladly devastate a 
ficld or garden, and that is moncy 
lost for a hard-working farmer. 

This year, I've noticed plenty of 
cottontails along the roads, both the 
active and "sail rabbit" variety, so 
this looks like an "up" year for the 
bunny population. Some years, the 
rabbits seem to disappear, while in 
other years they're everywhere. I'd 
guess this will be a good year for 
bunny chasing. 

You can, theoretically, hunt for 
bunnics without a beagle. Of course 
you can always catch record trout 
ona bent pin, and you can count on 
attracting a Boone & Crockett Club 
buck by the smell of apples in your 
pocket. In asher words, not likely 

Rabbits and hares, which in New 
England equates to cottontails and 
showshoes, tend to freeze in place 
when danger presents itself. More 
often than not, the danger will walk 
right past, and they can go back to 
nibbling my broccoli plants, With 
their brown color (and showshoes 
change from brown to white with 
the coming of winter) they're hard 
to spot. You've probably hiked by 
more bunnics than you can possibly 
imagine. 

No, the time-honored, trusted and 
most amusing way to pursue bunny 
for dinner is with a beagle. 

Former Selectman Bill Halliscy 
of Tewksbury said he used to train 
and sell beagles for rabbit hunting 
and he got a pretty penny for them 
A trained dog ts the best way to go, 
but with patience and practice you 
can train one yourself, You've got 
to reward good behavior and bark 
at the bad, but it can be done 

Beagles are bred to chase rabbits, 
and they do so with enthusiasm. A

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He collects arrowheads 


By KEN MAGUIRE 


hile at work in his suit 

and tie, Dana Trodella 

sometimes pauses to 
recall his uncle's farm down in 
Virginia. 

On that farm stands a log 
cabin built by settlers in 1807 
From inside is where those set- 
tlers fought off Cherokee 
Indians during land disputes. 
Arrowheads remained imbedded 

* in the walls of the cabin until 
the early 1900s, when Trodella’s 
grandfather pulled out the last 
of them 

The memories of war stories 
featuring cowboys and Indians 
are welcome breaks for Dana, 
who spends his days as a bank 
examiner for the government 
Over the past 20 or so years, 
he's journeyed to Virginia to 
visit relatives, but to also uncov: 
er pieces of the past 
Arrowheads, he explains, just 
keep turning up. 

“Once you find your first one, 
you're hooked.” Trodella said 
“It's an enjoyable hobby.” 

That hobby has produced 
quite a collection of hundreds of 
different Indian arrowheads, 
some of which date back to the 
Stone Age, he said. He found his 
first arrowhead in 1971, near the 
log cabin. 

The best way to spot these 
artifacts is immediately after a 
good rainfall, when the sun is 
shining, and especially if the 
land has just been plowed. The 
plowing turns over several feet 
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of soil, often leaving tips of 
arrowheads on the surface 

“You can't just leave them 
there laying on the ground,” 
Trodella said. “The joy is pick 
ing them up and having all dif 
ferent styles.” 


About three or four is the 
number of arrowheads Trodella 
estimates he finds per hour 
after a fresh plow and rainfall 
The key is to spot the reflection 
of the sunshine off the tips of 
the hand-crafted rocks. 

In the early days, Dana 
remembers searching the corn 
fields all day. By dusk, his neck 
was so sore from looking down 
he could barely turn his head 
Even more frustrating was one 
of the first days he brought his 
wife Carol along on a search 

“The best arrowhead I have 
my wife found, id the smiling 
42-year-old I ifig resident and 
father of two. “She just looked 
down at her feet and there it 
was.” 


As if there was not enough 
history on his uncle’s farm 
already, it's only 30 minutes 
from the Cumberland Gap, 
where Daniel Boone entered 
Kentucky.

Ger, better way of doing it,” he 
said. 

With that in mind, Trodella 
described how two collectors in 
Maine recently ruined a spec- 
tacular find because of greed. 
The pair discovered what was 
believed to be the largest piece 
of Morganite crystal ever. They 
argued over who really spotted 
the valuable crystal first. While 
arguing, they broke it. 


Not that he is against democ- 
racy, buy and sell all you want, 
Dana Trodella says. It’s just not 
his cup of tea. He prefers learn- 
ing about history, and doing so 
without a boring textbook. 


“I've always had an interest 
in history,” he said. “We all have 
to have interests outside or we'd 
go nuts.”

Encourage curiosity in your children 


By THOMAS EHRLICH 


Parents of high school stu- 
dents often ask me what trait 
they should most encourage in 
their children. 

Curiosity is my answer. A 
mind that stretches is most like- 
ly to succeed. 

I urge students to take class- 
es that expand their intellects in 
new ways; in doing that they 
build self-confidence and begin 
to shift from the process of 
being educated to the process of 
lifelong self-education. 

An undergraduate education 

should provide, for an entire life- 
time, a well developed ability to 
reason -- to look at an issue, 
break it into its component 
parts, examine each of those 
parts and put them back togeth- 
er again through careful analy- 
sis. 
That difficult, sometimes 
tedious, effort is imperfect in 
even the most rational among 
us. But it has the important 
virtue of avoiding reliance on 
emotion or prejudice in the 
thinking process. 

"The great obstacle to discov- 
ering the shape of the earth, the 
continents, and the oceans was 
not ignorance but the illusion of 
knowledge," wrote Daniel 
Boorstein in his book, "The 
Discoverers," describing early 
ideas about geography. I urge

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undergraduates to think of 
themselves as discoverers, and 
to be especially wary of the illu- 
sion of knowledge. 

One form of this illusion, to 
which we all are susceptible, is 
the bumper sticker approach to 
learning -- the approach that 
substitutes labels for intellectual 
inquiry. 

One of my favorite examples 
is the answer given by a former 
Federal Communications com- 
missioner at a congressional 
hearing. The commissioner was 
asked whether the commission 
served the public interest. "Yes, 
sir," he replied, "Every time we 
issue a decision, it is in the pub- 
lie interest. It says so in our 
legal form." 

All of us need to be wary of 
thinking that statements in our 
form can serve as substitutes for 
reality. 

Another illusion I urge stu- 
dents to avoid is the idea that 
there are no absolutes, that 
every conclusion is open for 
review, re-evaluation and poten- 
tial rejection. 

The relativistic notion that 
there is another side to every 
issue - that one view is as good 
as another -- offers no solid 
ground for ethical choice, and is 
not a stepping stone to further 
knowledge and understanding. 

At the same time, as the 
great naturalist, Lewis Thomas, 
wrote, "The truth is that all aca- 
demic disciplines share a com- 
mon view of the world — bewil- 
derment. 


"Bewilderment," he explained, 
"is kept hidden in the darkest 
closets of all our institutions of 
higher learning. Human knowl- 
edge doesn't stay put. What we 
have been learning in our time 
is that we really do not under- 
stand this place or how it works, 
and we comprehend our own 
self least of all. And the more 
we learn, the more we are - or 
ought to be - dumbfounded." 

At first, bewilderment may 
not seem like an important les- 
son to learn from an undergrad- 
uate education. On reflection, 
however, I think it is a central 
lesson, for it is key to the desire 
to go on learning for a lifetime. 

A college or university pro- 
vides an extraordinary setting 
for undergraduates to develop 
their abilities and to gain 
insights into themselves and the 
world around them. This 
process requires exposure to a 
rich diversity of fields, an 
inquiring mind and a restless 
uncertainty that is not satisfied 
with easy answers. 

The university calls for ques- 
tioning and re-examining, 
always with an open mind, 
though not open at both ends. 
Much of what is central to our 
lives is beyond rational inquiry. 

The special province of a uni- 
versity, however, is the inquiring 
mind at work ~ probing, explor- 
ing, analyzing and always seek- 
ing. An act of faith is involved — 
faith that new knowledge is 
important, that the search of 
knowledge is vital to our lives.

What are the 
top 10 events 
since 1768? 


To help mark its 225th 
anniversary, Encyclopedia 
Britannica has selected the top 
10 developments that have 
shaped the world since the first 
Britannica was published in 
1768. Heading the list were: 1) 
the Industrial Revolution; 2) 
both World Wars and 3) the 
American Revolution, according 
to 20 senior Britannica editors 
from around the world. 

The survey was undertaken in 
conjunction with Britannica's 
anniversary celebration. 

The Britannica editors chose 
the Industrial Revolution, usual- 
ly dated from the 1760s to about 
1830, because it signified the 
movement from small-scale 
industry to large-scale factory 
manufacturing that made possi- 
ble the modern, increasingly 
urban world. 


Other events or developments 
on Britannica's top 10 list, in 
order, are: 

4) The discovery and har- 
nessing of electricity. Discov- 
eries made starting in the early 
19th Century and their applica- 
tions have altered modern life in 
innumerable ways. 

5) French Revolution and 
Napoleonic Wars. The events 
destroyed the ancient regime 
and created a new, modern 
political structure. 

6) Germ theory of diseases. 
Acceptance of the theory begin- 
ning in the mid-1800s; and appli- 
cation of this knowledge to 
treating the ill led to lengthen- 
ing life spans. 

7) Charles Darwin's publica- 
tion of the- Origin of Species. 
This led to the abandonment of 
the idea that humans were the 
center of the natural world, and 
resulted in a new (evolutionary) 
approach to nature. 


8) Invention of the internal 
combustion engine. Develop- 
ment of the first practical inter- 
nal combustion engine in 1876 
led to the automobile, which has 

profoundly changed living pat- 
terns in much of the world. 

9) Creation of gh® electrical 
telegraph and the telephone. 
The inventions were the start of 
instantaneous communications, 
now taken for granted. 

10) Decoding the structure of 
DNA (deoxyribonucleic acid). 
Decoding the structure of DNA 
by James Watson and Francis 
Crick in 1953 opened up a new 
understanding of life and made 
possible work on genetic engi- 
neering. 

Other developments receiving 
numerous votes were: heavier- 
than-air powered flight; atomic 
theory; publication of the 
Communist Manifesto; Ein- 
stein's general theory of relativ-

Charles Regatta 


There are seven singles and 
nine crew races scheduled on 
race day at the Head Of The 
Charles Regatta on October 24. 
The first event begins at approx- 
imately 8 a.m. 

Veteran entries in each event 
are seeded according to perfor- 
mances in the previous year's 
regatta, with separate Men's 
and Women's divisions and 
races. New entries are seeded 
randomly behind last year's 
participants in their respective 
divisions. Favorites in each 
event can be identified by their 
starting positions and bow num- 
bers. Plastic cards affixed to the 
bow of each boat indicate the 
starting sequence. Subsequently, 
spectators can spot the faster 
boats as numbers appear out of 
sequence during the course of 
the race. For example, if boat 
number 10 has passed boat num- 
ber five, chances are boat num- 
ber 10 is racing well. 

The Head Of The Charles 
Regatta has _ traditionally 
attracted the best national and 
international champions of past 
and present. Past Olympic row- 
ers such as "Tiff" Wood, John 
Biglow, Andy Suddeth and Anne 
Marden have competed here and 
earned the "Head Of The 
Charles" distinction. This year, 
the field includes several former 
Olympic team members from 
the United States, as well as 
national team boats. Colleges, 
universities, rowing clubs, and 
individuals from all over the 
world also will participate. 

The regatta race events 
include athletes over 70 years 
old to teenage members of club 
and college crews. For example, 
event number four, Veteran 
Singles, is for rowers who are at 
least 70 years old. 


Athletes competing in the 
Grand Master Singles event 
must be at least 50 years of age. 


Senior Master rowers are 40 
years and older, and Master 
Singles are at least 30. For 
Master crews, the rowers' age 
must average 40, and no one, 
including the coxswain, may be 
under 30. 

The Championship Events, 
events 13 through 16 held in the 
afternoon, attract the most 
highly-trained rowers from 
North America and Evrope. The 
course record is held by the 1992 
Vesper Boat Club Championship 
Eight, which finished in 14 min- 
utes 7.6 seconds, 

The Head Of The Charles 
Regatta has a particularly diffi- 
cult race course. Rowers com- 
peting along the Charles River 
must negotiate three bends and 
pass under seven bridges. As a 
result, the Head Of The Charles 
Regatta has become known as 
the most challenging "head" 
event in the world.
